REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY  —  1980 

The  trustees  of  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library  met  monthly,  except  for  the  month  of  August, 
and  continue  to  operate  the  library  on  the  income  from  its  endowments.  They  are  grateful  to 
the  Selectmen  for  their  assistance  in  the  matter  of  the  sewer  hook-up  and  for  the  opportunity 
to  purchase  fuel  oil  through  the  town. 

In  April  the  trustees  accepted  with  regret  the  resignations  of  their  chairman,  Ralph  Proc- 
tor, and  their  secretary,  Mary  Gold.  In  appreciation  of  Mr.  Proctor's  years  of  devoted  service 
both  as  trustee  and  as  curator  of  the  historical  rooms,  he  was  unanimously  elected  as 
Honorary  Trustee.  Pamela  Boorum  and  Richard  Pleasants  were  appointed  to  fill  out  the  re- 
mainder of  these  two  terms. 

The  library  has  been  used  several  times  during  the  year  by  various  groups  in  Antrim  for 
meetings,  a  play  rehearsal  and  try-outs.  A  special  Open  House  for  all  the  community  was 
held  on  June  4,  1980  when  visitors  had  a  tour  of  the  library,  attended  the  award-giving  in 
the  short  story  contest,  heard  the  trustees  explain  their  duties,  and  enjoyed  refreshments. 
Many  times  in  the  year  the  trustees  assisted  the  librarian  with  children's  parties  and  adult 
programs. 

The  library  sponsored  several  adult  entertainments.  The  historical  rooms  were  open  to  the 
public  on  August  9  and  10  and  the  trustees  appreciated  the  co-operation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Flanders,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Hurlin  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Michael  Chase  who  loaned 
Antrim  memorbilia  for  the  display.  Mr.  Flanders  showed  his  glass  slides  of  Old  Antrim 
Scenes  at  this  time  and  again  on  Nov.  12.  Mr.  Mark  Tenney  gave  a  talk  and  demonstration 
of  flower  arranging  on  August  21.  More  adult  programs  will  be  held  in  the  future  and  the 
trustees  cordially  invite  anyone  to  attend.

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JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 
Report  of  the  Librarian,  1980 

The  major  thrust  toward  projecting  a  new  public  hbrary  image  in  1980  was  in  the  area  of 
programs  for  adults  and  use  of  the  meeting  rooms  by  community  organizations.  Any  local 
group  may  use  the  rooms  during  library  hours,  and  four  different  organizations  met  at  the 
library  several  times  in  the  past  year.  Four  programs  were  presented  for  the  public,  not  well 
attended;  we  can  assume  that  our  publicity  is  not  reaching  the  right  people  and/or  the  sub- 
jects have  not  been  of  general  interest.  However,  the  trustees  and  staff  feel  that  there  is  a 
place  for  informational  and  instructive  programming  in  the  community,  and  we  will  con- 
tinue to  schedule  such  events  through  1981.  We  urge  the  public  to  make  suggestions  about 
the  kinds  of  programs  they  would  like  to  have. 

The  library  hours  have  been  increased  so  that  we  are  now  open  year  round  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays  from  2:00  to  8:00,  and  Saturdays  from  10:00  to  5:00.  From  May  through  Oc- 
tober we  open  on  Mondays  from  2:00  to  5:00,  fuel  costs  making  it  impossible  to  continue  this 
through  the  cold  months. 

Total  circulation  for  1980  was  15,578  items,  a  slight  increase  over  1979.  There  was  a  24  % 
increase  in  the  number  of  magazines  taken  out,  as  well  as  considerably  more  in-library  use. 
We  have  increased  our  periodical  holdings  to  54,  and  encourage  people  to  make  use  of  this 
servic  in  order  to  save  money.  Five  hundred  twenty-one  books  were  added  to  the  permanent 
collection,  and  107  books  were  leased  through  the  McNaughton  plan.  Seven  hundred  forty- 
three  books  were  borrowed  from  the  Bookmobile,  and  146  books  from  the  Bookmobile,  and 
146  books  from  the  State  and  area  libraries.  Twenty  individuals  and  organizations  presented 
gifts  in  1980,  the  most  outstanding  of  which  was  a  complete  collection  of  American  Heritage 
Magazine,  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Willard  Dik.  These  fine  books  have  already  seen  much  use  for 
reference  purposes. 

The  children's  programs  continue  to  increase,  to  the  delight  of  this  librarian.  School 
children  with  their  teachers  made  103  visits  in  1980,  taking  out  a  total  of  2,710  items,  with 
very  little  loss.  The  monthly  movie  program  has  been  increased  to  4  showings,  to  accom- 
modate 8  classrooms  and  2  pre-school  groups;  over  200  children  are  now  coming  to  the 
library  on  movie  day.  In  view  of  this  interest,  we  are  in  the  process  of  acquiring  a  16mm  pro- 
jector and  screen  for  the  library,  which  will  be  available  for  use  by  organizations  in  the  near 
future.  The  State  Library  has  over  700  films  for  loan. 

A  short  story  contest  for  the  children  in  grades  5  and  6  was  held  in  observance  of  National 
Library  Week  in  April,  and  a  book  jacket  design  contest  for  the  lower  grades  for  Children's 
Book  Week  in  November.  Prizes  were  duly  awarded  the  winners  in  each  contest.  Much 
credit  must  go  to  the  teachers  for  the  success  of  the  school/library  program:  in  addition  to  the 
inconvenience  of  escorting  the  children  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  there  is  constant  custodial 
work  necessary  to  prevent  loss  and  damage.  What  this  dedication  of  teachers  means  to  tax- 
payers is  that  there  is  less  duplication  of  materials  and  services,  amounting  to  less  increase  in 
school  library  budget  figures. 

We  held  a  successful  summer  program  for  the  children,  the  most  visible  part  being  a 
dramatic  production  of  "The  Wizard  of  Oz"  by  the  newly  formed  Turtle  Players,  at  the 
Town  Hall  in  September.  Be  looking  for  further  efforts  by  Antrim's  talented  children. 
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Our  trustees,  helpful  as  always  in  a  variety  of  ways,  have  each  taken  a  specific  area  in 
which  they  can  be  of  help  to  the  librarian.  There  has  been  some  interest  shown  in  forming  a 
Friends  of  the  Library  Group,  which  would  be  a  way  of  recognizing  the  many  people  who 
volunteer  their  time  and  expertise  to  help  us  during  any  given  year. 

Your  librarian  has  been  active  this  past  year  in  the  Public  Relations  Advisory  Board  at  the 
State  Library.  Our  most  important  charge  is  to  help  publicize  the  upcoming  library  legisla- 
tion which,  if  passed,  will  benefit  all  library  users  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  There  is 
information  available  at  this  library  about  the  proposed  changes  in  laws,  and  ways  in  which 
patrons  can  help  to  see  that  these  changes  are  made.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PARKS  AND  RECREATION 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation  oversee  maintenance  of  town  recreation 
areas  and  coordinate  recreational  activities  within  their  jurisdiction. 

A  new  agreement  with  the  school  made  the  gym  more  accessible  to  supervised  recreational 
groups  who  meet  on  a  regular  basis.  The  Board  purchased  g>^m  equipment  and  built  a 
storage  locker  for  it.  Recreation  was  organized  for  two  groups  in  town,  the  elderly  and  teen- 
agers, with  limited  success.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  having  a  Recreational  Director 
would  benefit  existing  programs  and  begin  to  fill  the  recreational  needs  of  all  townspeople. 

The  Jameson  Avenue  recreational  area  was  again  a  major  concern  of  the  Board.  No  action 
could  be  taken  because  Revenue  Sharing  funds  set  aside  specifically  for  this  area  were  unwit- 
tingly spent  elsewhere  in  town.  The  Board  and  the  Conservation  Commission  are  working 
on  a  plan  to  improve  the  town  land  behind  the  Town  Hall,  including  the  proposed  skating 
rink. 

The  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Park  Board  sponsored  another  successful  Cleanup 
Day  in  April,  resulting  in  140  bags  of  trash  hauled  away. 

A  new  backstop  and  boundary  fencing  were  constructed  at  the  ballfield,  and  needed 
repairs  were  made  to  the  fence  at  the  tennis  court. 

150  registered  for  swimming  lessons  at  Gregg  Lake,  where  Amy  Webber  and  John  Gold 
were  lifeguards.  The  wooden  blocks  were  replaced  by  lightweight  ones,  and  the  usual 
repairs  were  made  to  the  raft  and  the  bathhouse.  Although  a  swing  set  was  erected  later  in 
the  year,  the  work  of  vandals,  who  twice  knocked  it  down,  was  discouraging  to  Park  board 
members  and  friends  who  had  worked  on  this  project. 

The  Board  is  grateful  to  family  and  friends  who  donate  their  time  and  talents  to  teach 
swimming  lessons,  repair  and  build  equipment,  beautify  the  parks,  plow  for  skating,  and 
organize  and  run  recreation  programs.

Crofoot  about  her  aerobic  class. 

BUDGET:  We  submitted  a  budget  totalling  $7,000.  We  discussed  paying  a  person  to  do 
maintenance  for  us;  two  funds  for  this  as  in  the  budget.  Our  skating  rink  revenue  sharing 
funds  were  unwittingly  spent  on  a  fire  truck  and/or  a  town  truck.  We  will  write  two  war- 
rant articles  for  summer  recreation  and  the  skating  rink. 

BOARD:  Ted  Brown  is  now  chairman  (until  December  1981),  David  Penny  is  treasurer  and 
will  take  care  of  gym  scheduling,  and  Jane  Chase  is  still  secretary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  PLANNING  BOARD 


An  unexpected  issue  intruded  in  1980  into  the  regular  activities  of  the  Planning  Board  — 
elderly  housing.  The  matter  was  introduced  by  petition  dated  December  17,  1979,  signed  by 
the  requisite  25  citizens  of  the  Town.  Resolution  of  the  issue  required  3  public  hearings,  two 
special  referenda,  and  8  meetings  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  results  were  a  zoning  change 
voted  on  August  18  permitting  elderly  housing  in  the  Route  202  Business  District  under  very 
detailed  specifications.  Two  sites  have  qualified.  We  await  the  decision  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Housing  Commission.  Rental  of  the  units  will  be  subsidized  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. We  understand  that  Antrim  is  very  high  on  the  State's  priority  list. 

Three  other  special  concerns  occupied  the  Board's  attention  —  a  Street  Map  was 
prepared,  printed,  and  is  publicly  available  for  75$.  It's  special  features  are  the  names  of  the 
streets  and  identification  of  Class  VI  roads.  Official  large-scale  versions  are  posted  in  the 
Town  Office,  the  Library,  the  Town  Barn,  and  both  Fire  Stations.  The  Zoning  Ordinance 
was  ret\ped,  printed  and  can  be  obtained  from  the  Town  Office  for  $2.50.  The  subject  that 
took  a  great  deal  of  the  Board's  time  was  a  complete  revision  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations. 
After  diligent  review  by  each  member  of  the  Board,  the  proposed  regulations  were  given  a 
public  hearing  on  December  4.  They  have  been  revised  as  a  result  of  that  hearing  and  are 
available  in  the  Town  Office. 

The  "moratorium"  on  large  subdivisions,  which  had  been  in  effect  all  of  1979,  was  lifted 
on  January  1,  1980.  It  has  set  a  maximum  of  two  lots  per  subdivision  proposal.  It  is  in- 
teresting that  of  the  20  proposals  considered  by  the  Board  in  1980,  16  did  not  exceed  2  lots; 
the  largest  was  for  5  lots.  Of  the  total  considered,  10  were  approved.  All  of  the  above  work 
required  25  meetings. 

Because  of  the  priority  given  to  elderly  housing  and  the  new  Subdivision  Regulations,  the 
Board  postponed  all  work  on  the  Master  Plan.  It  will  be  our  major  concern  in  1981.  We  look 
forward  to  reactivating  the  Citizen's  Advisory  Committees. 

The  Planning  Board  is  sorry  to  have  lost  the  services  of  Dana  Healey,  who  has  moved  out  of 
town.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY 
TOWN  MANAGER  SYSTEM  FOR  ANTRIM 

In  last  year's  Town  Report  this  Committee  recommended  that  further  consideration  of  the 
Town  Manager  system  be  postponed  for  at  least  5  years;  and  that  the  Committee  be  con- 
tinued for  one  more  year  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  a  Public  Works  Director  or  similar 
person.  This  recommendation  was  accepted  at  Town  Meeting. 

One  of  the  first  changes  that  would  be  necessary  before  Antrim  could  accommodate  a 
Public  Works  Director  is  the  elimination  of  the  Water  Precinct  as  a  separate  entity.  Then  a 
Public  Works  Director  could  be  responsible  for  the  Town's  water  system,  wastewater  treat- 
ment facilities,  roads,  Town  buildings,  etc. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  last  March  (1980),  a  committee  was  authorized  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  combining  the  Water  Precinct  and  the  Sewer  District  into  one  entity.  That 
committee  is  sponsoring  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1981,  re- 
questing that  the  Water  Precinct  be  dissolved  and  that  the  functions  and  property  of  the 
Precinct  be  taken  over  by  the  Town. 

Further  study  of  having  a  Public  Works  Director  in  Antrim  will  be  undertaken  when  the 
Town's  vote  on  the  Water  Precinct  is  on  the  record.  The  Committee  to  Study  Town  Manager 
System  for  Antrim  therefore  recommends  that  the  Committee  be  continued  for  one  more 
year.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY 
COMBINING  WATER  AND  SEWER  DISTRICTS 

The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  elimination  of  the  Precinct  in  favor  of  a  com- 
bined Sewer  and  Water  Department  of  the  town,  met  several  times  and  discus.sed  the 
possibilities  of  such  a  change  and  came  to  an  unanimous  conclusion  that  the  plan  was  feasi- 
ble and  desirable  not  only  for  political  reasons  but  for  efficiency  and  economy  of  operation. 

The  Precinct  was  created  in  1850  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fighting  fires,  and  the  addition  of 
the  water  supply  in  1893  was  a  natural  income.  The  control  of  the  Fire  Department  was 
turned  over  to  the  town  in  1958,  but  the  Precinct  continued  to  maintain  the  water  system. 

The  advent  of  the  sewer  system  has  changed  the  need  for  a  separate  political  entity  to  fur- 
nish water  as  the  sewer  charges  will  be  based  on  the  amount  of  water  used  as  determined  by 
meters. 

Obviously,  it  would  seem  to  make  sense  that  the  sewer  and  water  departments  be  com- 
bined under  the  ultimate  control  of  a  Public  Works  Dept.  which  could  be  enlarged  to  in- 
clude the  Highway  Department,  as  is  done  in  many  towns  in  New  Hampshire.  There  are  no 
difficulties  involved  in  combining  the  two  existing  departments.  The  Precinct  could  be  dis- 
solved by  a  vote  of  the  Precinct  voters  and  all  property  deeded  to  the  town  with  a  minimum 
of  expense.  The  town  would  also  have  to  vote  to  accept  the  responsibilities  of  the  Precinct. 
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The  combined  departments  would  be  supervised  by  a  Sewer  and  Water  Commission 
which  would  not  only  be  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  two  systems,  but  they  would 
also  be  responsible  for  setting  rates  for  both,  which  could  be  billed  on  one  bill  using  the  same 
computer  billing  system  now  used  for  the  tax  bills. 

It  is  envisioned  that  the  commission  would  consist  of  three  Commissioners,  elected  at 
Town  Meeting  this  year,  and  paid  a  salary  to  compensate  for  the  time  and  effort  involved. 

The  Commissioners  would  have  full  control  of  the  sewer  and  water  facilities  such  as  the 
treatment  plant,  the  Campbell  Pond  reservoir,  pumping  station,  chlorinator  and  meters 
would  be  responsible  for  their  maintenance  and  use. 

Many  towns  such  as  Peterborough  have  had  a  similar  arrangement  for  many  years,  and 
the  number  of  water  precincts  is  being  reduced  throughout  the  state  and  consolidated  into  a 
municipal  system  under  the  control  of  the  town. 

We  believe  that  a  public  works  administrator  may  be  five  or  six  years  down  the  road  but 
we  think  that  we  should  initiate  the  change  now. 

Articles  have  been  included  on  both  the  Town  and  Precinct  Warrants  for  the  purpose  of 
dissolving  the  Precinct  and  combining  the  Sewer  and  Water  Systems  under  the  control  of  the 
proposed  Commission  and  the  Town,  and  we  urge  their  adoption  and  implementation.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  worked  on  the  following  projects  in  1980: 

1.  Antrim  Trail  —  Under  the  direction  of  intern  Rob  Moir,  AMS  students  put  up  all  their 
wooden  trail  signs  and  compiled  a  mimeographed  Trail  Guide  for  the  Lily  Pond  portion 
of  the  trail.  We  were  pleased  that  many  persons  walked  the  trail  in  the  summer  and  fall. 
They  found  it  generally  enjoyable,  easy  to  follow,  educational,  and  sometimes  amusing. 

2.  Goodell  Dam  Park  —  Considerable  progress  was  made  this  fall  in  landscaping  the 
Goodell  Dam  area  on  Summer  St.  When  finished,  the  school  side  will  be  a  gently  sloping 
grassy  area  framed  with  Katsura  trees  and  shrubs.  The  town  side  will  be  a  smaller  walk- 
through area  with  flowering  trees  and  shrubs.  Landscape  architect  Bob  Brown  developed 
the  excellent  plan  for  the  Commission  and  many  people  pitched  in  to  help.  Rob  Moir  and 
Grace  Cody  spearheaded  the  AMS  students  who  did  the  lions  share  of  taking  down  the 
fence,  clearing,  and  finish  grading.  Many  others  including  Fred  Roberts,  Carroll 
Johnson,  Dave  Penny,  Dick  Watterson,  Jim  Rymes,  John  Carey,  the  AMS  Student  Coun- 
cil, and  the  Woman's  Club  all  contributed  time,  materials,  or  funds.  Much  remains  to  be 
done  in  the  spring,  but  thanks  to  everyones  help  the  bulk  of  the  grading  and  planting  is 
finished.

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COMMISSIONERS  REPORT 


This  past  year  was  filled  with  activity,  part  of  which  are  repairs  as  a  result  of  the  sewer 
construction  of  the  relaying  of  the  pipe  on  Depot  Street  and  the  installation  of  meters  on  all 
services  except  trailers  which  had  no  frost  protection. 

Most  of  the  year  was  a  period  of  less  than  normal  flow  of  cash  of  it  was  necessary  to  bor- 
row quite  a  lot  to  finance  the  meters  and  other  work.  We  ended  up  the  year  with  a  small 
amount  of  cash  on  hand  and  a  debt  of  $3,500.00  which  includes  $2,000.00  of  demand  notes 
from  1965  and  another  $1,500.00  borrowed  last  fall. 

The  system  as  a  whole  is  in  very  good  shape  and  we  do  not  anticipate  any  great  amount  of 
repairs  this  year  of  1981,  however  there  are  still  some  buried  shut-off  boxes  which  must  be 
located  and  raised  to  grade. 

We  have  been  very  interested  in  the  proposal  to  consolidate  the  sewer  and  water  systems 
under  one  department  to  be  administered  by  three  commissioners.  It  would  make  a  great 
deal  of  sense  to  do  this  and  in  the  long  run  we  think  will  result  in  a  benefit  to  the  town  and 
the  tax  payer  in  the  present  sewer  district. 

We  hope  this  merger  can  be  accomplished  with  a  minimum  of  lost  time  and  effort. 

We  do  have  some  concern  about  the  completeness  of  records  of  service  on  some  of  the 
newer  houses  on  which  we  do  not  have  the  location  of  curb-stops.  The  last  time  all  curb- 
stops  were  located  and  recorded  was  over  thirty  years  ago  and  while  these  have  been  kept  up 
to  date  to  the  best  of  our  ability  there  may  be  as  many  as  five  or  six  on  which  no  records  exist. 
To  do  a  complete  check  would  cost  about  $500.  to  $600  but  we  believe  that  it  should  be 
done.  There  are  many  new  people  moving  in  to  the  area  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  rules 
of  the  water  works  and  would  suggest  that  when  new  bills  are  printed  that  a  copy  of  existing 
rules  and  regulations  be  printed  on  the  back. 

Being  somewhat  uncertain  as  to  the  future  of  the  Precinct  we  are  reticent  about  making  up 
a  budget  to  be  followed  as  we  have  no  idea  at  this  point  what  jobs  could  be  consolidated  and 
have  had  to  estimate  as  best  we  can  the  expenses  assuming  that  no  changes  are  made  in  the 
operation  of  the  water  works. 

We  are  reading  the  meters  as  of  Jan.  15th  and  expect  to  send  out  the  bills  for  water  use 
soon  after  April  15th  and  they  may  also  include  a  sewer  use  charge  at  that  time. 

We  hope  the  voters  of  the  Precinct  will  receive  the  proposal  to  merge  the  sewer  and  water 
into  one  department  favorably  and  eliminate  the  Precinct. 

We  will  hold  two  or  three  informational  meetings  prior  to  the  town  and  Precinct  meeting 
to  answer  questions  about  the  proposed  consolidation.

Two  scholarships  were  awarded  funds  from  the  Dr.  Jameson  Fund, 

known  as  the  Concord-Antrim  Fund  from  the  N.H.  Charitable  Trust  3,023.85 

Income  from  the  various  funds  for  the  support  of  the  James  A.  Tuttle 

Library  totaled  17,039.47 

Income  from  the  two  bequests  for  the  support  of  the  town  poor  totaled  3,324.09 

Income  from  the  Mary  Clark  for  the  perpetual  care  of  her  grave  in  the 

Center  Cemetery  6.31 

Income  from  funds  for  the  support  of  Antrim  schools  was  given  to  ConVal 

totaling  1,825.28 

Turned  over  to  the  town  Capital  Reserve  Funds  including  interest  for  the 

purchase  of  the  new  Fire  Truck  34,000.00 

The  Total  of  all  funds  dispursed  including  accrued  interest  65,619.00 

The  average  rate  of  return  on  invested  funds  was  slightly  over  9%
